St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 12.—The Christ, 
mas turkey and the entire Christmas 
market basket, according 
to 
retail 
dealers of Union market, will be de­ 
cidedly cheaper this year 
than 
in 
many years. 
According to poultry dealers, the 
price per pound of the average tur­ 
key will be from 6 to 8 cents less this 
year. 
Last year the highest prices 
obtained for turkey wTere 28 and 30 
cents, and it is genearlly believed 
this year’ price will not exceed 22 
cents per pound for the best gobblers. 
It is said that ducks, however, are 
at this time very scarce arid prices 
of 19 to 20 cents per pound may be 
reached. 
The continued wrarm wea­ 
ther will raise the prices of all poul­ 
try. because not so many live ag dead 
birds can be shipped, and dealers can 
not take a chance with dead poultry 
in warm weather. 
If the weather during the holiday 
se ason is cold the price of turkeys 
may be as low as 20 cents per pound. 
Geese will average 16 cents a pound 
aud chickens will 
not 
exceed 
18 
cents. 
The turkey crop this year is large, 
and there is no reason why the prices 
should soar, say the dealers. 
Missouri, Kansas and Illinois are 
the states depended upon for the sup­ 
ply. and it is generally understood 
that the dealers will not meet the 
usual exorbitant prices demanded by 
the farmers, and in order to make 
a sale the farmers will he forced to 
sell at low' prices. 
Last, year the turkey 
crop 
was 
short in this section, and it was nec­ 
essary to ship great numbers of the 
birds 
from 
Texas 
and Oklahoma, 
freight charges being added to the 
already high prices. 
Vegetables this year are plentiful. 
The prices will be about the same as 
usual during the holiday season. 
The following are prices to be ex­ 
pected on vegetables by the Christ­ 
mas marketer: 
Lettuce. 5 and IO cents a head; cel­ 
ery. IO and I d cents a bunch; celery 
stalks, IO and 15 cents; green onions, 
5 cents a bunch; cucumbers, 15 to 25 
cents apiece; cauliflower, 15 to 25 
cents a head; Spanish onions, 5 and

12—New York 
banks are beginning 
to 
requisition 
the subtreasury for nice new money 
lor the Christmas season. 
A great 
many employers make their Christ­ 
mas gifts in the form of crisp hills, 
gold pieces or freshly minted small 
change. From this time on the banks 
will have a constant call for this nice 
new money. 
All the bills and the fractional cur­ 
rency will go into immediate circula­ 
tion; but the gold money will go back 
into the bank. 
In the east we have 
a horror of gold which always seems 
amusing to strangers 
from 
other 
lands. 
In all 
European 
countries 
gold is the common medium of cir­ 
culation. 
Everyone carries 
a 
gold 
purse with him and keeps his gold 
coins in a special compartment of ii. 
We are so unaccustomed to it in the 
east in this country that if we get 
hold of a gold coin we don't know 
what to do with it. 
Quite automati­ 
cally we may drop it into the pocket 
with 
our 
small 
change 
and 
the 
chances are we pass it for a copper 
coin and discover our loss when it is 
too late to retrieve it. 
Varied Demands for Coin. 
The subtreasury here has to meet 
many changing conditions of life. 
A 
good many years ago the copper cent 
had no circulation. 
Then the depart­ 
ment stores created a demand and 
the mint had to hustle to keep un 
wtih it. 
That demand was confined 
to New’ York at first 
and 
then 
it 
worked its way west little by little 
until we hear that you can actually 
find I-cent pieces in San Francisco 
outside the cabinets 
of 
collectors. 
After the distribution of the copper 
cent had been normalized came a sud­ 
den change in conditions In Cleve­ 
land. 
The 3-cent car fare was put in 
effect there and promptly 
the 
de­ 
mand for coppers in that community 
became unsuual. 
New York some years ago had a 
famine of quarters. 
It was the re­ 
sult of the installation of the gas 
meter into which you drop a 25-cent 
piece to turn on the supply of gas. 
These meters are installed in all the 
smaller apartment houses in the city. 
They solve the question of collecting 
gas bills and simplify life for the 
consumer and the company. 
There 
are now’ 300,000 of these meters in 
use and it is said that 75.000 quar­ 
ters are deposited 
iii 
them 
every 
week. Even the withdrawal of 75,000 
quarters from circulation every week 
is felt and w’lien the meters are in 
general use it may be necessary to 
take some radical step 
to 
replace 
them. 
In England where they have 
a slot meter they have made a spe­ 
cial coin for use with. it. 
It 
is 
not the 
department store 
alone which keeps the copper cent in 
circulation; though the habit of our 
shops of charging prices that end in 
“nine” has given them remarkable 
activity. 
It is estimated that New 
York uses 40,000,000 I-cent pieces in 
a day. 
Those which go Into the tills of the 
department stores go out in change 
and at the end of the day they are 
deposited and the banks put them in­ 
to circulation again. But the coppers 
which go into the myriad 
slot ma­ 
chines in this city do not come out 
immediately. 
The inspector of the 
slot machines goes around about once 
a week to take out the pennies and 
load the machines.

When he gets a | 
good contract he has to stick to that 
aione until he can collect his money 
or. it, tor he has not, enough money 
to carry on two good sized contracts 
at the same time. When the contrac­ 
ter s job is finished and he goes to 1 
toe building company for his money 
he is told that he can not have it just 
vet. 
There is some question about 
the quality of his work. He is put 
off in this way several times. Finally 
he gets desperate, because his busi­ 
ness is tied up completely 
in this 
job. So he goes to the company and 
threatens. All right, lie is told; 
he 
may go ahead and sue if he wants 
his money. Now, to sue is to tie the 
money up indefinitely. The. I Rte man 
knows he can’t afford to do that. So 
he asks for a compromise. Finally he 
Is left to choose between 75 per cent 
of tho contract price and a law’ suit. 
Ho takes the 75 per cent. In this way 
the building company gets the struc­ 
ture for 75 per cent of its rec1 value. 
The whole job is w’orked as deliber­ 
ately as wireless 
wire-tapping, and 
it is much surer,

The theory is that these 
people have proved their unfitness to 
mingle freely 
with 
their 
fellows 
Therefore, let them bo separated un 
til they learn better. Meanwhile, the 
life should be as nearly normal as 1 
can be without making it attractive 
lo the idle and lazy. 
lf you work along that theory the 
Idea of baseball and other games in 
prisons does not seem so absurd, 
hearty contest once iii a while migh 
do a world of good iii betterment to 
physical health, in checking the in 
reads of despair on the struggling 
soul, in making attractive the pur 
suits that accompany a life of hon 
est w’ork. 
The privilege of playing 
such games might well be used as 
reward to be given to men who show 
an ambition to learn useful trades 
and to fit them selves for a self-re­ 
s p itin g life of honest industry.

“I hope every citizen of the United 
States, and particularly Missourians, 
will make every effort to see that we 
have no fires this year 
from

cause. 
I feel certain we will have

if

rules 
are- 
adopted throughout the state: 
“Don’t 
decorate 
Christmas 
trees 
with paper, cotton or other inflamma­ 
ble material.

chemical analysis of the milk would 
show a deficiency in that respect the 
courts would take it as “presumptive

As much of the milk 
retailed in 
Sedalia is from Jersey or grade Jer­ 
sey cows, if such milk is sold just 
as taken from the conv, without be­ 
ing standardized by use of tho cream 
separator, it is probable

a city milk in­ 
spector in the person of Mr. G. E. 
Rhoads, a graduate of tho Missouri 
college of agriculture, 
dairy depart­ 
ment, and a man well qaulified and 
fully competent for the duties of the 
position. He is making a careful in­ 
spection of all 
the 
dairies, with a 
view to having all of the provisions 
cf the city dairy ordinance complied 
with, and it is his purpose to co-op­

that which consumeth [before! the 
eyes .and causeth sorrow of h e a r t” 
His topic was chosen 
in 
harmony 
with the general movement against 
consumption, the white plague, which 
he declared 
is 
annually 
sweeping 
more million to the grave than are 
all the wars of all the world. 
True, the P astor’s divine commis­ 
sion is to preach the Gospel. 
Never­ 
theless, since the Gospel is the Good 
Message of the divinely arranged re­ 
covery from sin and death, he con­ 
sidered it eminently proper to call 
attention to the ravages of the white 
plague as a part of the penalty of 
6in. 
He would not in this be under­ 
stood as meaning that all consump­ 
tives are especially sinners. 
Some 
of the most saintly of God’s people 
have died of consumption and other 
ailments. 
The Redeemer is credited 
with having died of a ruptured heart, 
a disease not unknown to medical 
practitioners. 
The speaker declared that much 
confusion prevails amongst Christian 
people 
respecting 
sickness 
and 
health. 
It seems only logical for us 
to reason that God wishes his crea­ 
tures to be healthy and happy always, 
especially such as seek to live in har­ 
mony with Him. 
True, we have re­ 
ceived the Bible instruction that sick­ 
ness is a part of death; th a t death is 
the Divine curse, or sentence, or pen­ 
alty, for sin; th a t sin entered the 
wot*ld through the disobedience of 
our first parents; and that all man­ 
kind therefore are under the curse, 
or sentence of death, of which sick­ 
ness is merely a forerunner—the* dy­ 
ing process. 
'Rill it seems natural 
for 
us 
to 
thu.R that after we turn from sin and 
consecrate our lives to God, He would 
relieve us of the penalties of sin and 
restore us fully to His original ta­ 
ilor—to 
hum an

everlasting life and to happy condi­ 
tions. 
W hen we find that some of 
the best of God’s people, including 
the Savior, tho Apostle and the Pro­ 
phets, have suffered, even unto death, 
and th at none are immune from this 
penalty, a perplexity takes possession 
of our minds which only the Bible 
sets straight.

God first announced to Abraham 
His ultimate purpose of blessing the 
the world—releasing them from the 
curse of sin and death.
